Presidential  Inauguration 


John  B.  Duff  will  be  formally  installed  as  the  first 
President  of  the  University  of  Lowell  on  October  1, 

;  in  an  outdoor  campus  ceremony  beginning  at 
2:00  PN1. 

Elected  to  the  Presidency  of  Lowell  in  December 
1975,  following  a  national  search,  Dr.  Duff  began 
his  administration  at  the  University  in  April  this 
year.  An  educator,  administrator,  and  immigration 
historian,  he  was  formerly  Provost  at  Seton  Hall 
University  in  New  Jersey.  % 

As  established  by  longstanding  academic  pro¬ 
tocol,  the  new  University  president  will  receive 
greetings  from  noted  local,  state  and  federal 
representatives,  in  addition  to  students,  faculty  and 
alumni  of  the  school.  At  the  inaugural  event,  U.S. 
Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  and  Massachusetts 
Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis  will  represent  federal 
and  state  offices,  and  Lowell  Mayor  Leo  J.  Farley 
will  attend  for  the  city  of  Lowell.  University 
delegates  for  the  occasion  include  Dr.  Ruth  Tanner, 
chairman  of  the  faculty;  Mark  Morse  of  Lawrence, 
president  of  the  student  government  association,  and 
Thomas  A.  Lumenello,  president  of  the  alumni 
association. 

Honorary'  degrees  will  be  presented  at  the  special 
convocation  to  Dr.  Robert  M.  Coles,  research 
psychiatrist  of  the  Harvard  University  Health  Ser¬ 
vices  and  author  Kr.tn  B  Harmgion.  President  of 
the  Massachusetts  Senate;  and  Thomas  W.  McGee, 
^  ihc-Aiasiaabusats.  House  j^&ep/eseu- 
tafives.  Announcement  of  the  degrees  was  made  by 
Joseph  Serio.  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  at 
LoweL.  *  ho  *ill  confer  the  awards  w  ith  President 
Duff  and  faculty'  representatives. 

Main  speaker  for  the  inaugural  is  Monsignor 
Thomas  G.  Fahy,  President  of  Seton  Hall  Universi¬ 
ty.  Roman  Catholic  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Boston, 
Bishop  Joseph  J.  Ruocco  will  read  the  invocation, 
and  His  Grace  Iakovos,  Bishop  for  the  New  England 
Greek  Orthodox  Diocese,  has  been  invited  to  give 
the  benediction. 

The  stately  academic  procession  for  the  ceremony 
will  include  150  delegates  from  higher  education 


throughout  the  United  States,  with  presidents,  alum¬ 
ni  and  other  collegiate  officers  as  representatives 
marching  in  order  of  the  founding  of  their  institu¬ 
tions.  The  march  begins  at  2:00  PM  from  the 
O’Leary  Library  on  the  South  Campus. 

The  University  of  Lowell  is  one  of  the  largest  in¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  learning  in  New  England,  with  a 
current  enrollment  of  approximately  11,000 
students.  Formed  in  1975  by  the  merger  of  Lowell 
State  College  and  Lowell  Technological  Institute, 
Lowell  is  one  of  two  publicly  sponsored  educational 
facilities  in  the  state  system  to  award  Doctoral 
degrees. 

The  new  President  is  a  graduate  of  Fordham 
University  and  holds  a  Master’s  degree  from  Seton 
Hall.  Dr.  Duff  received  a  Ph.D.  in  history  from  Col¬ 
umbia  University  in  1964.  Author  of  The  Irish  in  the 
United  States  (\91\),  he  co-authored  The  Nat  Turner 
Rebellion:  The  Historical  Event  and  the  Modern 
Controversy  with  Peter  M.  Mitchell,  and  The  Struc¬ 
ture  of  A  merican  History.  His  most  recent  book  is 
Slavery:  Its  Origins  and  Legacy ,  published  last  year 
with  Larry  Greene. 

Following  five  years  in  private  industry  with  the 
Remington  Rand  Corporation,  Dr.  Duff  served  over 
15  years  at  Seton  Hall  and  was  a  resident  of  Liv¬ 
ingston.  New  Jersey.  His  academic  career  in  New 
Jersey  included  terms  as  an  instructor  in  history,  full 
professor,  and  vice  president  for  academic  affairs. 
As  a  member  of  the  faculty.  Duff  was  president  of 
the  American  Association  of  University  Professors, 
Seton  Hall  chapter,  and  chairman  of  the  faculty 
senate.  From  1 966  to  1970  he  was  a  member  and  vice 
chairman  of  the  Essex  County  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  a  consultant  to  the  Essex  County 
Youth  and  Economic  Rehabilitation  Commission, 
Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  in  Newark,  New 
Jersey. 

Dr.  Duff  is  married  to  the  former  Helen  Mez- 
zanotti  of  Worcester.  They  now  reside  in  Lowell  and 
have  six  children.

The  ULowell  engagement  will  be 
one  in  a  series  of  speeches  Nader 
will  make  in  Massachusetts  that 
week.  Mr.  Nader  has  been  a  strong 
supporter  of  the  referendum  pro¬ 
cess  which  put  several  issues  on  the 
ballot  in  Massachusetts  this  No¬ 
vember  such  as  the  bottle  bill, 


public  power,  the  equal  rights 
amendment  and  the  flat  rate  elec¬ 
tric  proposal.  He  is  expected  to 
speak  on  these  and  other  issues. 
Mass  PIRG  is  co-sponsoring  the 
event.  Scott  Dowty,  the  Lowell  stu¬ 
dent  who  presented  the  idea  to  the 
Activities  Commission  stated  that 
“With  Mr.  Nader’s  speech  coming 
just  before  the  election  the  citizens 
of  Lowell  will  be  given  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  hear  the  other  side  of 
some  of  the  issues  that  are  being  so 
heavily  opposed  by  commercial  in¬ 
terests  in  Massachusetts.”

We,  the  students  of  ULowell, 
and  particularly  the  resident  stu¬ 
dents,  are  anywhere  between  three 
and  eight  percent  of  the  Greater 
Lowell  community.  Although  most 
of  us  don’t  have  a  lot  of  money,  we 
do  use  area  businesses  and  ser¬ 
vices,  mainly  out  of  convenience.  3 
to  8%  may  not  seem  like  much, 
but  with  our  cars,  stereos  and 
appetites,  we  certainly  affect  the 
profits  of  local  businesses. 

But  what  about  the  quality  of 
the  services  we’re  getting;  the 
things  we’re  buying?  Those  of  us 
who  are  upperclassmen  or  have 
spent  time  in  the  area  may  have 
been  cheated  more  than  once  by  a 
Lowell  area  business.  For  some  of 
us  Lowell  Center  will  have  to  do 
because  that’s  as  far  as  the  old  feet 
will  go.  But  we  can  help  each  other 
shop  around,  even  in  choosing 
which  local  businesses  to  pat¬ 
ronize. 

We’d  like  to  try  something 
new — the  Connector  Consumer 
Column.  The  Consumer  Column 
will  contain  information  helpful  to 
all  Connector  readers  about  busi¬ 
nesses  throughout  the  Greater 
Lowell  area.  Its  purpose  is  NOT  to 
advertise  or  to  slander  any  busi¬ 
ness,  but  simply  to  advise  for  the 
members  of  our  school  community 
the  best  possible  services  and  mer¬ 
chandise,  based  on  actual  exper¬ 
iences.

Why  the  electrician??? 


Dear  Editor, 

At  the  present  time,  Student  Government  pays  fif¬ 
ty  dollars  a  weekend  for  an  electrician  to  hook  up 
bands  to  the  power  source  in  the  cafeteria.  This  ex¬ 
pense  is  unprecedented,  unnecessary,  and  inex¬ 
cusable.  When  operating  with  the  everday  household 
110  volt  circuit,  plugging  in  a  band  is  as  simple  as 
plugging  in  your  morning  coffeepot.  There  are  no 
fancy  tools,  colored  wires,  fuse  boxes,  or  main  switch¬ 
es  needed  to  do  this  technical  phenomena.  Stick¬ 
ing  the  plug  in  the  everyday  outlet  does  the  trick. 
Difficult??  Apparently  someone  thinks  so. 

The  Director  of  Physical  Plant,  Charles  DeFilip- 
po,  has  mandated  that  all  functions  in  the  Rat  that 
require  electricity  must  have  an  electrician  present. 
The  apparent  administrative  reason  is  for  student 
safety.  This  justification  is  ridiculous!  We  operated 
thirty  weekends  last  year  without  one  single  incident 
requiring  assistance.  Why  now?  The  bands  set  up 
now  just  as  they  did  then.  Every  band  has  a  few 
technicians  that  are  qualified  and  responsible  for  set¬ 
ting  up  the  sound  system,  etc.  The  band  equipment  is 
very  expensive,  consequently;  they  don’t  want  any

outside  help  with  it.  Outside  clubs  don’t  hire  an  elec¬ 
trician  when  they  have  a  band.  The  reasons  are  the 
same. 

What  is  the  solution?  A  possible  suggestion  is  to 
have  the  entertainment  director  submit  electrical 
specifications  of  each  weekend  band  to  the  school 
electrician.  He  could  inspect  them  and  advise  him  of 
any  possible  complications,  this  suggestion  is  an  in¬ 
expensive  compromise.  Student  safety  is  insured, 
and  student  dollars  are  saved.  It  would  also  repre¬ 
sent  the  kind  of  cooperation  necessary  between  the 
students  and  administration  for  successful  and 
economical  student  functions. 

The  administration  should  realize  that  the  student 
government  budget  is  as  tight  as  their  maintenance 
overtime  budget.  If  their  overtime  budget  does  not 
provide  enough  money  for  the  “boys,”  the  weekly 
salary  will  have  to  do.  We  don’t  hire  plumbers  for 
possible  leaks,  nor  do  we  hire  janitors  for  possible 
beer  spills,  nor  do  we  hire  carpenters  for  a  possible 
stage  break.  We  should  not  have  to  hire  an  electri¬ 
cian  either.

It  was  noted  that  the 
haphazard  manner  of  parking  had  caused  the  handi¬ 
capped  students  residing  in  Eames  to  operate  their 
wheelchairs  on  Riverside  Street. 

During  the  week  previous  to  the  start  of  the  fall 
semester  the  maintenance  staff  installed  guard  posts 


along  the  perimeter  of  said  parking  area.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  the  maintenance  department  does  not  own  the 

cable  stretching  machine  needed  to  install  the  guard 
cable.  For  this  reason  the  commonwealth  highway  de¬ 
partment  was  contacted  and  has  promised  to  install 
the  cable  within  the  coming  weeks.

Students  shall  go  on  notice  that 
vehicles  parked  in  TOW  AREAS 
will  be  towed  at  the  owner’s  ex¬ 
pense.  Other  parking  violators  will 
a  WARNING  for  the  first  offense, 
and  a  $2.00  fine  for  the  second  and 
all  subsequent  offenses.  These 
charges  will  be  collected  through 
the  Lowell  District  Court  and  will 
be  subsequently  turned  over  to  the 
University  for  the  Scholarship

Some  time  within  the  next  30 
days,  thirty-minute  meters  will  be 
installed  on  University  Avenue  in 
front  of  the  Library  and  on 
Broadway  in  front  of  Coburn  Hall. 
Included  in  this  area  will  be  Bus 
stops  for  the  University  shuttle 
bus.  The  meters  will  assist  stu¬ 
dents  who  must  go  from  one  cam¬ 
pus  to  another  for  quick  pick-up 
or  delivery;  i.e.,  dropping  off 
books  at  Libraries,  stops  at  the 
Business  Office  or  Registrars 
Office. 

If  you  park  on  sidewalks  or 
grassy  areas,  you  will  be  towed! 

New  lighting  has  been  installed 
in  many  University  parking  areas. 
Students  should  use  these  well- 
lighted  areas. 


You  are  not  to  park  in  any  lined 
crosswalks;  and  be  particularly 
cautious  of  not  parking  vehicles  on 
wheelchair  ramps. 

Sometime  during  this  semester 
parking  will  be  suspended  between 
Pawtucket  Street  and  Broadway. 
The  reason  for  this  change  is  that 
Wilder  Street  will  become  a  City 
thoroughfare  when  the  “S”  high 
bridge  on  Pawtucket  Street,  be¬ 
yond  the  Humane  Society,  is 
closed  for  reconstruction. 

Further,  it  is  anticipated  that 
some  time  soon  Standish  Street, 
behind  the  North  Campus  Library, 
will  be  turned  over  to  the 
University  by  the  City  of  Lowell, 
giving  the  University  the  authority 
to  tag  and  tow  any  violators. 

Please  keep  these  facts  in  mind 
when  you  are  parking  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity.

Unwanted  pregnancy  can  be  a  problem  for  a  single 
girl  who  is  still  in  college.  It  is  not  an  uncommon 
problem.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  sexual  freedom 
when  kids  move  to  college.  Many  find  they  are  living 
away  from  home  for  the  first  time.  For  most  young 
adults  this  is  the  time  when  parental  supervision 
drops,  allowing  them  to  have  free  run  of  their  lives 
and  sexual  behavior. 

Unfortunately,  some  people  take  their  sexual 
freedom  too  carelessly.  They  don’t  use  any  methods 
of  birth  control,  or  if  they  do,  they  aren’t  serious  j 
enough  to  use  it  properly.  Use  of  the  diaphram,  con¬ 
doms  and  foams  are  only  effective  when  they  are  used  j 
with  caution.  Misuse  can  result  in  accidental  preg- 1 
nancy. 

P.S.I.C.S.  (Peer  Sex  Information  and  Counseling 
Service)  offers  free  pregnancy  tests  to  the  students  of 
the  University  of  Lowell.  It  doesn’t  take  much  time 


to  have  this  test.  All  you  have  to  do  is  bring  a  first 
morning  urine  sample  in  a  clean  bottle  to  the 
P.S.I.C.S.  office  (we  have  bottles  in  the  office  for 
your  convenience).  You  can  get  the  results  by  calling 
the  P.S.I.C.S.  office  later  that  same  day. 

Timing  is  very  important.  The  pregnancy  test 
should  be  taken  45  days  after  your  last  menstrual 
period  at  the  earliest.  If  the  test  results  are  negative 
we  recommend  that  you  repeat  the  test  in  two  weeks. 
It  is  possible  to  be  pregnant  and  have  a  negative 
pregnancy  test  if  you  are  in  very  early  stages  of 
pregnancy. 

Pregnancy  testing  is  one  of  the  many  services 
P.S.I.C.S.  has  to  offer.  If  you  have  any  questions 
about  the  pregnancy  tests,  birth  control,  or  any 
other  problems  related  to  sex,  call  P.S.I.C.S.  The 
Hot  Line  number  is  453-3804.

Ever  since  its  establishment  in 
1969  the  Civil  Engineering  pro¬ 


gram  at  Lowell  has  not  been  ac¬ 
credited  because  it  did  not  have 
four  of  the  five  necessary  labora¬ 
tories.  In  the  basement  of  South- 
wick  Hall  workmen  are  construct¬ 
ing  the  rooms  which  will  hold  new 
transportation,  structures,  soils, 
and  foundation  laboratories.  The 
work  should  be  finished  in  Jan¬ 
uary. 

The  rest  of  Southwick  Hall  will 
be  modernized  with  interior  paint¬ 
ing  and  the  addition  of  new  win¬ 
dows.  The  money  for  this  project 
had  been  voted  by  the  state 
legislature  five  years  ago,  -but  de¬ 
lays  by  the  governor’s  office  held 
up  funds  until  last  winter. 

The  ULowell  Civil  Engineering 
program  will  be  reviewed  by  the 
ECPD  in  October  and  they  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  give  accreditation  to  the 
department.  This  will  be  a  great 
boost  to  the  CE  students.  In  the 
past,  CE  graduates  from  Lowell 
have  had  problems  getting  em¬ 
ployment  and  into  graduate  school 
because  of  the  lack  of  accredita¬ 
tion.

In  fourth 
place  was  freshman  sensation  Mike  (Jack  Hammer) 
Hurton,  not  only  known  for  his  talent  as  a  runner 
but  also  for  his  live  appearances  at  the  “Rat.”  Larry 
MacDonald,  another  freshman  surprise  was 
ULowell’s  fourth  man  finishing  sixth  in  the  race. 
Coming  in  seventh  and  fifth  for  the  team  was  soph 
Donnie  Powers  who  is  getting  better  every  day. 
Right  behind  Donnie  was  Brad  (Beach  Boy)  Hurst, 
getting  into  form  after  a  better  than  average  sum¬ 
mer.  Rounding  out  the  top  seven  ULowell  finishers 
was  soph  A1  Fournier  finishing  tenth. 

The  ULowell  squad  is  at  present  ranked  seventh  in 
New  England  and  are  one  of  the  favorites  to  win  the 
Division  III  Championships  with  defending  cham¬ 
pion  Vin  Fleming  and  silver  medalist  All-American 
Bob  “super  ground  hog’’  Hodge  leading  the 
challenge.  On  Monday  the  27th,  the  Chiefs  will  face

ULowell  explodes  past  Worcester  State 


The  University  of  Lowell  football  team  opened  its 
1976  football  season  in  impressive  fashion  last  week. 
In  a  game  played  at  the  Dracut  High  field,  the 
ULowell  Chiefs  took  on  the  highly  rated  Lancers  of 
Worcester  State.  Lowell,  combining  an  opportunistic 
offense  with  an  overpowering  defense,  rolled  to  a  36-7 
victory. 

Lowell  opened  the  scoring  midway  through  the  first 
quarter.  With  fullback  Ken  Gorthier  and  halfback 
Terry  Colman  leading  the  way,  the  Chiefs  marched 
sixty  yards  for  the  touchdown  and  a  6-0  lead.  Gorthier 
then  rushed  for  the  two  point  conversion  with  a 
tremendous  second  effort  to  bring  the  score  to  8-0. 
The  rest  of  the  first  half  was  a  struggle  of  the 
defenses,  as  neither  team  could  mount  much  of  an 
attack.  The  intermission  came  with  the  score  still 
standing  at  8-0. 

The  second  half  began  with  Worcester  kicking  off 
to  ULowell.  The  Chiefs  wasted  no  time  in  putting  the 
game  away.  On  the  second  play  from  scrimmage, 
Colman  started  left,  but  found  his  route  blocked  and 
quickly  reversed  his  direction.  Running  down  the 
right  sideline  behind  some  excellent  blocking, 
Colman  raced  fifty  yards  before  he  was  knocked  out 
of  bounds  at  the  Worcester  15  yard  line.  The  Chiefs 
then  showed  their  excellent  backfield  depth  and  re¬ 
placed  Colman  after  his  run,  with  Jackie  Campbell, 
an  excellent  runner  who  played  his  high  school 
football  for  Bishop  Fenwick.  With  the  backfield 
combination  now  Gorthier  and  Campbell,  Lowell 
found  paydirt  once  again  with  Gorthier  carrying  this 


one  over  the  goal  line.  The  two  point  conversion  was 
good  and  the  score  was  now  16-0  in  favor  of  Lowell. 

The  Lowell  defense  continued  its  complete 
dominance  of  the  Worcester  team.  The  entire  de¬ 
fensive  squad  played  a  good,  tough  game  with  indi¬ 
vidual  players  making  outstanding  plays  all  along  the 
line.  Defensive  tackles  John  Green  and  Mike  Chisolm 
played  excellent  games.  The  defense  again  got  the 
ball  for  the  offense  in  good  scoring  position.  With 
Tipper  Durkin  continuing  to  call  signals  at  quarter¬ 
back,  Lowell  marched  in  for  its  third  touchdown  of 
the  game.  This  time  it  was  Colman  scoring  his  second 
TD  of  the  afternoon.  Score:  22-0. 

Lowell  kicked  off  to  Worcester;  the  defense  held, 
forcing  a  fumble  on  the  part  of  Worcester  St.  Again 
the  offense  took  the  field  and  drove  steadily  for  its 
fourth  score  of  the  day,  with  Jackie  Campbell  taking 
this  one  over.  The  coversion  kick  was  good — 29-0. 

Again  Lowell  kicked  to  Worcester.  The  defense 
again  held  but  there  was  no  need  for  the  offense  to 
take  the  field  as  safety  Peter  Wikowski  picked  off  a 
pass  and  quickly  ran  the  ball  back  forty  yards  for  the 
touchdown.  The  conversion  was  good  and  the  score 
was  now  36-0.  Worcester  scored  its  only  touchdown
